LAID TO REST.

London, March 22.—The Duke of 
Cambridge, who died on Thursday, 
was removed yesterday from Glouces- 
ter House in Park Lane, to Westmin- 
ster, preparatory to the funeral ser- 
vice today. The casket was draped 


with Union Jacks and placed on a 


gun carriage drawn by six horses and 
escorted by «a squadron of the Royal 
Horse Guards. 


The gun carriage was followéd to f 


the abbey by members of the Duke's 
family and his suite in carriages. 

Thousands of persons lined the 
streets from Gloucester House to the 
Abbey. 

At the Abbey ile coffin was recciy- 
ed by the Dean of Westminster and 
elergy and placed in the chapel where 
a detachment of guards remained on 
duty during the night.
